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ANNUAL  UEPOKT 


Inaugural  Address 


To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

Permit  me  to  say  in  my  o{)ening  remarks  that  I am  very  sorry  that  our  senior  member 
of  the  C'ity  Council,  Edward  G.  Perkins,  could  not  be  with  us  this  morning  as  he  is  con- 
fined at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital  owing  to  illness. 

(Councillor  Perkins  has  presided  over  this  honorable  body  for  many  a year  and  I be- 
lieve that  this  is  the  first  inaugural  in  his  thirty-odd  years  of  faithful  service  to  the 
citizens  in  general  as  an  office  holder  that  he  has  not  been  with  us. 

May  I at  this  time  wish,  on  behalf  of  your  honorable  body  and  myself,  a Very  Happy 
and  Peaceful  New  Year,  and  pray  God  an  early  recovery  for  him,  our  faithful  servant. 

This  is  the  seventh  consecutive  year,  I,  as  your  Mayor,  have  had  the  honor  to  address 
the  City  (Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  and  the  year  1948  will  complete  my  ninth 
year  of  service  as  an  elected  representative  to  the  city  government,  two  years  as  City 
(’©uncillor,  and  seven  years  as  Mayor. 

Not  that  my  eight  years,  and  particularly  the  last  six  as  Mayor,  have  not  been  re- 
warding and  gratifying  from  the  standpoint  of  accomplishment  consistent  with  war- 
time and  post-war  administration.  They  have  been.  My  sincere  hope  is  that  1948  will 
see  not  only  complete  recovery  of  any  ground  lost  during  the  war  years  because  of  en- 
forced curtailments,  but  such  substantial  progress  in  our  post-war  plans. 

The  coming  year  will  make  heavy  demands  upon  all  of  us,  citizens  and  city  officials 
alike,  and  the  utmost  in  co-operative  effort  and  conscientious  judgment  will  be  required 
in  consideration  of  what  projects  must  and  should  be  planned  for  succeeding  years. 

Our  financial  commitments  are  greatly  increased,  with  no  equal  increase  in  income . 
The  1948  tax  rate  cannot  be  forecast  at  this  time,  while  it  is  very  probable  that  some 
state  legislation  will  be  enacted  for  the  relief  of  cities  and  towns,  it  is  likely  that  some 
benefits  will  be  realized  from  that  quarter  before  1949. 

From  1942  to  1946  City  Hall  succeeded  in  holding  the  tax  rate  within  an  average  of 
$43.68  with  a comparatively  low  valuation. 

War’s  inflationary  aftermath  and  the  demand  for  services  and  other  factors  largel3'' 
beyond  local  control,  however,  forced  a change  in  the  1947  tax  rate  that  reached  an  all 
high  of  $49.40. 

The  percentage  of  increase  in  the  tax  for  the  years  1927  to  1937  are  as  follows: 

In  the  year  1927  the  tax  rate  was  $32.00. 

In  the  year  1937  the  tax  rate  was  $43.20. 

In  this  ten  year  period  your  taxes  were  increased  $11.20  or  on  the  basis  of  35  percent. 

In  the  year  1937  the  tax  rate  was  $43.20. 

In  the  year  1947  the  tax  rate  was  $49.40. 

In  this  ten  year  period  your  taxes  were  increased  $6.20  or  14  percent. 
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The  Valuation  for  the  year  1927  was $13,563,310.00 

The  Valuation  for  the  year  1937  was 12,393,130.00 

Showing  a loss  in  valuation  of $1 , 170,180.00 

during  that  ten  year  period. 

The  Valuation  for  the  year  1937  was $12,393,130.00

So  over  the  last  twenty  years  the  City  of  Newburyport  had  a net  loss  in  Valuation 
of  $640,170.00. 

The  relationship  between  valuations  and  tax  rates  should  be  explained. 

The  rate  represents  the  assessment  per  thousand  dollars  of  valuation  on  taxable 
property.  The  determining  factor  in  the  total  amount  of  money  paid  by  the  property 
owner  is  the  valuation  of  his  property. 

In  evaluating  property  for  tax  purposes  there  must  be  a basis  for  determining  values. 
Otherwise  there  cannot  be  fair  and  equal  assessments. 

Factors  that  contribute  to  the  problem  over  which  the  city  and  towns  have  no  control 
are  state  legislation  or  state  spending.  Both  saddle  the  city  with  heavy  burdens,  first  in 
the  cost  of  state-directed  appropriations  and  second  in  revenue-raising  limitations. 

We  have  no  power  over  the  policies  of  the  state  commissioner  of  corporations  and 
taxation,  who  controls  the  activities  of  boards  of  assessors. 

Therefore,  there  are  two  things  that  the  City  of  Newburyport  can  do;  one  is  to  go 
along  with  the  increase  of  costs  by  assessing  the  home  owner,  the  other  is  having  a com- 
plete re-valuation  by  impartial  re-valuation  engineers.  If  this  is  done,  it  should  be  by  an 
impartial  group  of  men  who  know  their  business  and  who  will  defend  their  valuations 
before  the  appellate  board. 

Some  people  feel  that  a re-valuation  survey  is  foolish  because  the  assessors  could  do  it. 
Assessors  are  political  appointees  and  the  city  could  not  hire  men  for  approximately  two 
thousand  dollars  a year  who  would  be  competent  to  do  that  kind  of  work. 

I'm  not  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  assessors’  office.  It  is  the  inequalities  that 
bother  me.  A re-valuation  would  correct  this  condition,  therefore,  making  it  fair  for  the 
tax  payer  in  general. 

THE  DEPT.  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS,  otherwise  known  as  the  Newburyport  Highway 
Department : 

This  department  as  you  are  well  aware  has  been  very  much  handicapped  for  the  need 
of  proper  equipment  for  the  caring  of  our  streets,  removing  snow,  maintaining  sewers 
and  drainage. 

Following  is  a list  of  the  equipment  on  hand  in  this  department: 

1 Walter’s  Snow  Fighter,  New;  1 Oshkosh  Truck,  New;  1 New  Austen  Western  Road 
Sweeper;  2 1946  Chevrolet  2 ton  Trucks;  1 1941  International  Truck;  1 1941  Dodge 
Truck;  1 1941  Chevrolet  Truck;  1 1938  Chevrolet  Truck;  1 1935  Ford  Truck;  1 1934 
Ford  Truck;  1 1934  Chevrolet  Truck;  1 1931  Ford  Truck. 
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Other  eciuipiiiont  which  has  completely  outlived  its  usefulness; 

I Barber  Greene  Snow  Loa(ier  which  is  twenty  years  old  and  we  have  had  it  three' 
years.  Purchased  second  hand  and  has  paid  for  itself  several  times  over. 

1 1938  Road  Grader,  very  bad  shape. 

1 1937  Allis  (Chalmers  Bulldozer  purchased  second  hand  to  build  Artichoke  Water 
Basin. 

1 1935  Caterpillar  Bulldozer  purchased  second  hand  to  build  Artichoke  Water  Basin. 

1 1934  Allis  Chalmers  Tractor — very  bad  condition  and  always  broken  down. 

1 1925  Steam  Roller  which  we  are  unable  to  purchase  parts  for. 

Also  a snow  loader  mounted  on  a Ford  Truck  which  is  out  of  order  all  the  time. 
Positively  of  no  use  to  the  city. 

I would  recommend  that  this  old  equipment  which  has  outlived  its  usefulness  should 
be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction.  The  repair  and  upkeep  of  this  whole 
equipment  runs  into  hundreds  of  dollars  a year  and  is  never  available  when  needed  as 
proved  during  the  recent  storm. 

It  is  the  head  of  this  department’s  responsibility  to  the  people  to  keep  the  streets  of 
Newburyport  in  the  best  possible  shape.  If  that  is  so,  he  should  be  given  the  proper 
equipment  to  do  it  with. 

During  the  year  1946,  a departmental  equipment  loan  for  the  highway  department  was 
approved  in  the  amount  of  $15,000  from  which  we  paid  on  December  18,  1946,  $10,494.50 
for  the  Oshkosh  truck  and  $5,000.00  for  two  Chevrolet  trucks.  The  balance  of  this  loan 
was  used  towards  the  purchase  of  the  street  sweeper  which  cost  $4,802.00  and  which 
proved  a very  good  investment. 

During  the  year  1947,  a street  and  sidewalk  loan  in  the  amount  of  $30,000  was  ap- 
proved, and  much  work  was  accomplished  on  the  following  streets  which  were  rebuilt 
and  resurfaced:  State  Street,  Horton  Street,  Munroe  Street,  Maple  Street,  Payson 
Street,  Bromfield  Street  from  High  to  Prospect  Street,  Boardman  Street  from  Washing- 
ton to  Merrimac  Street. 

The  entrance  to  (Jashman  Park  and  Norman  Avenue,  Murphy  Street,  and  Farrell 
Street  were  built  and  paid  for  from  money  set  up  in  the  1947  budget. 

Several  thousand  feet  of  sidewalks,  sewers,  and  drains  were  installed.  I recommend 
that  a similar  Street  and  Sidewalk  Program  be  enacted  for  1948. 

It  is  my  intention  to  call  a conference  with  the  Public  Service  Committee  in  regard  to 
the  housing  of  all  Highway  Department  equipment  and  Tree  Department  equipment 
under  one  roof. 

This  is  very  important  as  the  cost  of  rental  of  storage  space  would  eventually  pay  a 
proportional  cost  of  erecting  a building. 

I strongly  advocate  the  city  owning  all  equipment  which  is  required  to  do  its  work.  I 
have  preached  this  in  the  past  and  still  insist  that  the  city  should  own  the  necessary 
equipment. 

For  the  use  of  equipment  hire  such  as  power  shovels  for  excavating  for  sewers,  drain- 
age, water,  rebuilding  roads,  etc.,  a small  gas  roller  for  building  sidewalks,  a road  grader 
used  for  the  re-building  of  streets  cost  the  city  a total  of  $5,996.13  last  year. 

I do  not  for  one  moment  begrudge  the  owners  of  this  equipment  the  money  paid  to 
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them  by  the  (hty  of  Newburyport,  but  I do  maintain  that  the  City  of  Newburyport 
should  own  its  own  equipment. 

The  Highland  Cemetery  which  is  a city  owned  and  operated  cemetery  was  sadly  neg- 
lected during  the  last  two  years  causing  hardship  and  distress  to  owners  of  lots.  Great 
precaution  should  be  taken  in  the  appointment  of  a Superintendent  in  order  to  avoid  a 
repetition  of  the  neglect  of  the  last  two  years. 

Something,  definitely,  must  be  done  in  regard  to  the  purchasing  of  additional  land  to 
make  graves  available. 

I do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  while  this  Cemetery  was  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Highway  Department  good  work  was  maintained,  and  trucks  and  other  equipment  were 
available,  and  it  is  my  intention  to  name  the  Superintendent  of  the  Highways  as  Superin- 
tendent of  this  Cemetery  in  1948. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  last  year  all  piping  was  renewed  in  the  Police  Station,  and  an  oil  burner 
was  installed.  Most  of  the  vacancies  that  existed  during  the  war  were  filled  with  the 
newly  appointed  veterans  of  World  War  II. 

I would  recommend  that  the  patrol  wagon  be  reconditioned  and  repainted,  and  that 
the  cruising  car  be  traded  in  and  replaced  by  a new  one. 

The  Police  Signal  System  comes  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Dept, 
who  has  kept  it  in  excellent  condition. 

I ivill  recommend  some  changes  in  the  routes  of  the  police  officers  for  the  good  of  the 
department  and  citizens  in  general. 

I do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  City  Marshal,  James  E.  Sullivan  and  Night  Captain 
Neil  Kelleher  are  doing  a good  job  in  the  leadership  of  this  department. 

Something  definite  should  be  done  in  the  handling  of  parking  conditions  within  the 
City  of  Newburyport.  Many  conferences  have  been  held  between  the  City  Council,  the 
Northeast  Essex  Development  Council  and  merchants  in  regard  to  ways  and  means 
of  correcting  this  condition. 

I would  recommend  that  the  City  Council  take  some  immediate  action  throughout 
the  business  district  by  installing  parking  meters  on  six  month’s  trial,  create  one-way 
streets  where  needed,  restrict  parking  at  bus  stops  by  marking  curbing  in  these  areas. 
This  will,  undoubtedly,  correct  a bad  condition  that  exists  in  Market  Square  and  will 
offer  better  protection  to  bus  patrons. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT.

The  Fire  Department,  under  the  able  direction  of  Chief  (heeden  can  be  classed  with 
any  department  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  This  department  is  in  excellent  shape 
with  the  exception  of  one  piece  of  equipment  which  is  thirty  years  old.  This  is  a Seagraves 
Pumper  purchased  during  the  administration  of  the  late  Hon.  David  Page. 

I recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  look  into  the  tracling  or  replacing 
of  this  piece  of  apparatus  during  the  year  1948. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Fire  Dept,  are  in  fine  shape.  In  1947  overhead  doors  were  in- 
stalled which  have  been  badly  needed  for  a long  time.  The  majority  of  improvements 
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oil  this  building  wore  done  by  tlie  firemen  themselves  for  which  we,  the  city  government 
and  taxpayers  are  very  grateful  for  their  splendid  co-oj)eration. 

I’APK  AND  TREK  DEPT. 

Preliminary  work  was  started  on  the  Perkins’  Playground  in  the  South  End  of  the 
cit}'  and  much  was  accomplished  so  that  we  will  be  in  a position  to  complete  the  work 
next  summer  giving  to  the  children  of  the  district  a splendid  recreational  spot. 

Other  parks  in  the  city  have  been  a source  of  pleasure  to  many,  and  plans  will  be  made 
for  further  improvements  throughout  the  city. 

VETERANS’  BENEFITS. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  VTterans’  benefits  to  care  for  the  welfare  of  veterans 
of  all  wars  and  their  families. 

I would  recommend  that  his  office  be  moved  upstairs  in  City  Hall  in  the  room  now 
used  by  the  Retirement  Board.  The  increase  in  the  duties  of  the  Veterans’  Director  calls 
for  a larger  office  and  the  office  now  occupied  by  him  in  the  City  Hall  corridor  could  be 
used  by  the  Retirement  Board. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

I would  recommend  a complete  survey  of  our  public  buildings.  City  Hall  is  in  a de- 
plorable condition  as  you  Councillors  are  well  aware.  It  is  in  need  of  a complete  painting 
job,  recovering  of  floors,  proper  lighting,  and  a general  over-hauling  throughout.  This 
is  a well-built  structure  and  it  has  been  sadly  neglected  during  the  war  years. 

The  school  buildings  should  be  thoroughly  renovated,  proper  ventilation  installed, 
up-to-date  lighting  and  heating  put  in.  The  plumbing  in  some  of  these  schools,  par- 
ticularly toilet  facilities,  is  deplorable. 

I would  suggest  that  this  work  on  our  public  buildings  be  done  by  ten  year  bond  issue 
which  would  be  of  no  greater  burden  to  the  taxpayers  if  done  at  once  rather  than  piece- 
meal, and  it  would,  therefore,  eliminate  maintenance  cost  that  is  set  up  in  the  budget 
every  year. 

TO  ALL  HHADS  OF  DEPARTMENTS  AND  EMPLOYEES. 

During  the  war  years  and  up  until  the  present  time,  the  City  of  Newbury  port  has  in- 
creased the  pay  of  its  employees  in  an  effort  to  meet  with  the  high  cost  of  living,  but  in 
many  cases  where  increases  were  given  the  employee  has  given  less  labor  in  return.  Some 
department  heads  take  the  attitude  that  they  are  over-burdened  with  work  in  their 
department  and  need  additional  help,  and  in  many  cases  conditions  have  not  affected 
that  department  in  the  least. 

Working  for  a municipality  is  the  same  as  working  in  a factory  or  in  any  other  place  of 
business.  Y^ou  are  expected  to  produce  and  when  you  do  not  you  are  immediately  re- 
placed. 

The  taxpayers  are  entitled  to  a dollar’s  worth  of  labor  for  a dollar  spent  regardless  of 
whether  the  employee  is  a school  teacher,  policeman,  fireman,  city  hall  employee,  janitor, 
or  laborer. 

I will  not  hesitate  to  recommend  changes  when  I believe  that  the  taxpayer  will  benefit. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

As  the  operational  cost  of  all  departments  has  and  is  continuing  to  increase,  I believe 
that  the  Town  of  Newbury,  which  has  for  a number  of  years  been  using  the  facilities  of 
the  Public  Library  on  the  same  basis  as  our  own  citizens,  a privilege  which  we  are  only 
too  happy  to  extend,  should  pay  the  City  of  Newburyport  a thousand  dollars  a year  to 
help  to  defray  the  increase  in  the  operational  cost. 

I believe  that  the  rent  of  the  District  Court,  now  occupied  by  the  County  should  be 
increased  a thousand  dollars  over  the  present  rent  as  the  cost  of  help,  lights,  and  heat  has 
increased, 

CONCLUSION. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of 
Department  Heads  and  employees,  and  the  advice  and  assistance  of  my  City  Solicitor, 
James  T.  Connolly,  Jr.  With  assurance  of  continued  co-operation,  I wish  you  all  happi- 
ness and  success  in  our  New  Year.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  C'ouncil: 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the 
City  of  Newburyport  foi  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1947  and  ending  December  31, 
1947. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up  from  receipts 
and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  issued 
by  the  Department  of  C'orporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  .Accounts,  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are  used.  “Revenue” 
meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and  under  general  taxation,  police 
powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue”  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as 
permanent  improvements,  bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary 
accounts,  etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged  in 
the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  auditor’s  report  including  a 
report  of  trust  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of 
Newburyport  or  an}^  of  its  inhabitants. 

SC’HEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  payments  during 
the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year.  This  schedule  shows 
that  during  the  year  th('  city  has  expended  §67,640.34  more  than  was  received. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total  receipts  from  revenue 
$1,180,707.61  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be  $1,227,849.35,  making  excess  payments 
of  $67,640.34  for  the  year,  which  amount  with  the  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for 
the  year  is  indicated  in  the  decrease  of  cash  on  hand.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  CHIEF 
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Remarks  and  Recommendations 
1 

In  my  budget  for  the  year  of  1948  I have  asked  for  an  increase  of  twenty-five  per  cent 
for  the  entire  department.  Due  to  the  high  cost  of  living.  I hope  it  will  be  granted. 


2 

Also  I have  asked  for  15,000  ft.  of  23^  in.  hose  and  6,000  ft.  of  134  in.  hose. 

At  present  time  we  have  9,500  ft.  of  2}4  in.  and  1,000  ft.  of  13^  in. 

Age  and  usage  is  beginning  to  show  on  this  hose.  I do  not  believe  in  purchasing  any 
hose  unless  it  be  a complete  renewal.  Should  a thousand  feet  be  added  we  would  still 
have  old  hose  in  lines  with  the  new.  As  Chief  for  going  on  fourteen  years,  no  hose  was 
ever  purchased  b}'  me.  And  I believe  in  twenty  years  that  the  amount  purchased  was 
2,000  feet. 

3 

Two  500  gallon  modern  pumping  machines  should  be  purchased. 

Engine  1 — Seagrave  should  be  replaced.  This  machine  was  purchased  in  1919. 

Engine  2 — American  LaFrance  purchased  in  1928. 

Engine  3 — Maxim  purchased  in  1938. 

Ladder  1 — Maxim  purchased  in  1926. 

Henne}'  Packard  Ambulance  purchased  in  1938. 

65  foot  Aerial — American  LaFrance  delivered  1947.

We  receive  numerous  requests  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  different  property  owners. 
Should  any  damage  result  if  we  were  doing  this  work  the  fire  department  would  be  liable 
for  what  damage  done.  Therefore  we  cannot  do  it.

I request  that  the  permanent  firemen  be  put  on  the  72  hour  working  week.  At  present 
time  they  work  84  hours.  This  can  be  done  without  any  additional  men.

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  City  Council  and  various 
other  department  heads,  also  all  friends  and  others  for  their  assistance  and  fine  co- 
operation.

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 
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Report  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measurers 


This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  deaprtment  for  the  year.  There  has  been  no 
noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  the  various  weighing  and  measuring  devices  in  use 
over  previous  years.  The  tendency  has  been  to  eliminate  rather  than  increase  the  num- 
ber of  such  apparatus. 

The  department  had  no  prosecutions  nor  occasion  to  call  attention  to  any  sharp  prac- 
tices. 

Recommendations 

We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a computing  scale  for  use  in  the  office.  This  scale 
would  be  available  for  use  of  the  public  at  all  times.  Any  person  aggrieved  could  then 
weigh  their  own  packages  and  in  case  of  weight  deficiency  make  out  a complaint.  If  a 
scale  were  available  for  such  use  the  public  would  be  better  served  and  less  apt  to  be  short 
weighted  either  intentionally  or  accidentally.  The  merchant  aware  of  the  fact  that 
packages  could  and  would  be  re-weighted  would  be  more  alert  and  careful  of  all  weighings. 

In  these  days  of  dollar  butter  and  meats,  one  ounce  or  a fraction  thereof,  it  is  vitally 
important  that  the  customer  obtain  every  fraction  of  an  ounce  for  which  he  pays. 

More  funds  should  be  available  for  transportation  and  operating.  Few  weighings  in 
transit  are  made  because  of  this  lack.  Twenty  dollar  coal  means  one  cent  a pound,  a 50  lb. 
deficiency  a half  dollar.  Similarly  with  oil-meter  reading  and  delivery  slip  supervision 
at  the  time  of  delivery  is  imperative. 

Packaged  goods  and  wrapped  articles  need  the  constant  supervision  that  is  not  now 
provided. 

A campaign  of  publicity  should  be  inaugurated  to  acquaint  the  public  with  aims  and 
purpose  of  this  particular  municipal  function.  During  1947,  the  department  was  not  once 
called  upon  to  make  a reweighing  of  aii}^  purchased  article,  a tribute  to  the  merchants 
or  a lack  of  appreciation  of  the  primary  function  of  this  office.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  1947  shows  a substantial  in- 
crease in  cost  of  operating  over  the  year  1946. 

This  increase  is  not  due  to  any  great  increase  in  case  load,  but  is  due  to  the  increased 
cost  of  the  necessities  provided  through  this  Department. 

In  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  category,  while  the  increase  in  case  load  was  only 
10%,  the  increase  in  operating  costs  was  55%.  In  this  type  of  aid,  the  budget  is  com- 
piled by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  is  mandatory  on  the  local  depart- 
ment to  comply  with.  The  duty  of  the  local  Department  is  to  pass  on  eligibility  and  to 
see  that  the  requirements  of  the  State  budget  are  provided.  Both  State  and  Federal 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  this  type  of  relief.  Gross  Cost  $26,711.51 — Net  Cost  $10,092.51. 

In  outdoor  rehef  that  is  dispensed  at  the  Welfare  Office,  the  increase  in  case  load  was, 
30%  and  the  increase  in  operating  costs  60%.  There  is  some  reimbursement  from  the 
State  in  this  category  for  unsettled  cases  and  from  other  cities  and  towns  where  there  is 
an  acknowledged  place  of  settlement,  but  for  the  most  part,  they  are  Newburyport 
settled  and  the  full  cost  of  their  care  is  an  obligation  of  the  Department.  Gross  Cost 
$21,734.86— Net  cost  $16,616.06. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  William  D.  Horton  Home  shows  only  a slight  increase  which 
is  accounted  for  by  the  necessity  of  rewiring  the  Home  to  comply  with  underwriters' 
requirements  and  to  avoid  possibilities  of  fire  from  defective  wiring,  also  other  replace- 
ments and  repairs  of  a permanent  nature  which  should  last  for  many  years  without  the 
necessity  of  repairing  or  renewing. 

A study  of  the  detailed  report  will  show  that  the  farm  produces  a substantial  part  of 
its  own  needs — Gross  cost  $12,251.53 — Net  cost  $9,816.53. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  appreciates  the  co-operation  it  has  received  in  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  Department.

Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library: 

During  three  months  of  1947 — January,  November,  and  December  the  work  of  the 
Library  was  carried  on  under  normal  conditions.  From  the  middle  of  February,  when  the 
noticeable  settlement  at  the  corners  of  the  Simpson  Annex  balcony  was  first  discovered 
and  reported  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Building  Fund,  to  the  middle  of  October,  when  the 
last  book  was  restored  to  its  familiar  place  on  the  shelves,  everj^  effort  was  made  to 
function  as  efficiently  as  possible  under  emergency  conditions.  Effective  March  14,  the 
entire  Simpson  Annex  was  closed  to  the  public  as  a safety  measure  by  order  of  the  Di- 
rectors on  the  recommendation  of  City  Building  Inspector,  George  W.  Hussey.  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Morse,  engineer  of  Haverhill,  was  employed  to  make  a complete  examination 
of  the  structural  defects  and  to  make  plans  and  recommendations  to  correct  them.  After 
taking  various  readings  on  floor,  ceiling  and  trusses  he  found: 
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1.  A definite  settlement  (not  new)  about  3"  from  outer  wall  of  Simpson 
Annex  to  inner  wall. 

2.  New  and  recent  settlement  at  balcony  columns  of  approximately  2". 

3.  Weakness  in  truss  in  part,  and  in  second  floor  partition  in  part. 

It  seems  an  unnecessary  repetition  to  review  in  this  report  each  step  which  was  taken 
in  order  to  remedy  these  structural  defects  and  safely  reopen  the  Simpson  Annex  to  the 
public.  A detailed  record  may  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  Directors’  Meetings,  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Special  Building  Committee,  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  City  Council, 
and  in  newspaper  stories.  Rather,  this  report  seems  an  appropriate  place  to  record  our 
gratitude  to  all  those  without  whose  help  and  encouragement  the  work  could  not  have 
been  achieved:  to  the  Library  Directors,  to  the  members  of  the  Special  Building  Com- 
mittee, to  Mayor  Kelleher  who  recommended  a special  appropriation  of  $4,000  to  cover 
costs  of  necessary  repairs,  and  to  the  Council  President  Perkins  and  members  of  the 
City  Council  who  voted  the  appropriation  to  cover  the  emergency  repairs.  Without 
the  willingness  and  faithfulness  of  the  Library  Staff  ‘'beyond  the  call  of  duty,”  service 
to  the  public  would  have  suffered  severely.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to 
the  Highway  Department  for  their  splendid  help  in  moving  approximately  10,000  books 
out  of  the  Simpson  Annex  Balcony;  to  the  Veterans’  Administration  for  moving  the 
books  back  after  completion  of  the  repairs,  and  to  the  Library  custodian,  C.  Frank 
Kelleher,  for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the  work  of  resettling.  A final  acknowledgment 
is  due  Mr.  Russell  Peirce,  architect,  who  supervised  the  work  and  whose  skilful  plans 
achieved  an  effect  in  complete  harmony  with  the  original  structure. 

With  a large  portion  of  the  building  closed  off  and  with  the  emergency  repairs  as  a 
frequently  audible  background  during  most  of  the  year,  we  attempted  to  provide  for  all 
essential  services.  The  Library  and  its  two  branches  were  open  303  days  during  1947, 
much  of  that  time  with  the  welcome  sounds  of  repair  work  in  the  background.  During 
the  year  85,438  books  were  issued  to  8,661  borrowers  as  compared  to  86,105  books  to 
8,048  borrowers  in  1946.  Of  the  total,  8,661  borrowers  1,585  are  children. 

The  total  juvenile  book  circulation  was  20,008  in  1947,  as  compared  to  22,471  in  1946. 
This  loss  of  2,463  can  without  doubt  be  attributed  to  the  emergency  combination  of  the 
Reading  Room  with  the  Children’s  Room,  whereby  the  children  of  necessity  were  de- 
prived of  a room  devoted  solely  to  their  needs. 

The  adult  book  circulation  at  the  main  library  was  47,307  in  1947  as  compared  to 
44,601  in  1946  and  this  gain  of  3,706  books  circulated  over  the  previous  year,  helped 
absorb  the  circulation  losses  in  the  Children’s  department  and  in  the  two  branch  li- 
braries. 

The  final  figure  shows  a loss  of  667  over  the  total  book  circulation  of  the  previous 
year,  although  the  total  gain  in  number  of  card  holders  was  613  for  the  year. 

The  activities  of  the  Children’s  Room  at  the  Main  Library  were  of  necessity  some- 
what curtailed.  The  Saturday  morning  story  hours  had  to  be  discontinued  in  March — 
not  to  be  resumed  until  the  Reading  Room  repairs  were  completed.  Miss  Clancy  con- 
ducted the  story  hours  at  Emma  Andrews  and  Belleville  Branches.  There  was  no  Sum- 
mer Reading  Club  in  1947,  due  to  the  "emergency”,  but  Miss  Fogg  urged  children  to 
read  for  State  Reading  Certificates  instead  and  32  certificates  were  awarded  in  1947. 
During  the  spring  and  fall.  Miss  Fogg  gave  library  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library 
catalogue  and  reference  books,  to  all  of  the  public  school  students  in  the  5th,  6th,  7th ^ 
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and  8th  grades.  Each  class  came  once  for  instruction,  accompanied  by  their  teacher  and 
during  school  hours,  to  either  the  Main  Library  Children’s  Room  or  to  Belleville  Branch 
Library.  We  plan  to  continue  library  instruction  to  all  5th  grade  classes,  thus  ensuring 
that  students  will  have  a background  in  the  use  of  simple  reference  tools  at  that  point 
in  their  studies  when  they  first  need  them.  Library  instruction  to  the  elementary  grades 
has  not  been  given  since  the  days  when  the  Children’s  Room  was  first  organized.  The  re- 
sumption of  this  instruction,  too  long  omitted,  is  a definite  and  progressive  contribution 
to  the  educational  program  for  Xewburyport’s  children.  The  children  enjoy  it  too  and 
many  made  their  first  visit  to  the  library  as  a result.  There  were  14  school  deposits 
(school  sets)  lent  to  teachers  in  four  schools  in  1947.  Boys  and  girls  enjoyed  interesting 
programs  throughout  Book  Week  which  opened  Xov.  17.  The  climax  of  the  week  was 
Miss  Bothild  Jorgensen’s  talk  on  “Child  Life  in  Greenland.”  Her  audience  was  absorbed 
in  hearing  the  details  of  and  seeing  the  souvenirs  of  her  life  there  as  a government 
teacher. 

The  demands  on  our  reference  collection  continued  to  be  even  more  numerous  and 
varied  than  in  the  previous  year.  Since  the  Reference  Department  is  located  in  the  Simp- 
son Annex  which  had  to  be  closed  off,  a collection  of  the  most  frequently  used  reference 
books  was  moved  out  and  a temporary  reference  section  set  up  in  an  alcove  of  the  main 
circulation  department.  During  the  school  months,  high  school  students  made  increased 
use  of  books,  magazines,  and  pamphlets  for  English  term  papers  (scientific  subjects  be- 
ing the  favorites),  historical  subjects,  and  vocational  information.  A considerable  num- 
ber of  the  visiting  reporters  and  journalists  who  came  to  Xewburj^port  to  write  up  the 
“Xewbur^-port  Plan”  visited  the  library  for  information  on  the  city’s  history.  A “Xew- 
buryport  Plan”  scrapbook  was  compiled  which  contains  all  the  clippings  we  were  able 
to  obtain  on  the  Plan,  It  has  been  used  many  times  affeady,  but  its  greatest  value  will  be 
for  future  historians.  Work  has  continued  on  the  indexing  of  the  Xewburyport  news- 
papers for  local  history  items.  This  index  is  of  ever-increasing  value. 

Certain  types  of  reference  books  become  out  of  date  fairly  quickly  as  statistics  or 
governments  change,  or  as  new  scientific  knowledge  supercedes  old.  During  1947,  special 
emphasis  was  placed  on  modernizing  our  reference  collection.  A notable  addition  was  the 
purchase  of  the  latest  edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  to  replace  the  outmoded 
fourteenth  edition  of  1929  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  famous  “llth”  or  scholar’s 
edition.  A new  edition  of  “Popular  Science  Xarratives”  in  12  volumes  and  the  one 
volume  Van  Xostrand’s  “Scientific  Encyclopedia”  help  greatly  in  providing  up-to-date 
information  on  some  of  the  newer  scientific  developments. 

Microfilming  of  old  Xewburyport  newspapers  was  continued  in  1947,  the  Xews  Pub- 
lishing Company  paying  half  the  photography  costs.  Many  badly  worn  volumes  still 
remain  to  be  done  but  an  encouraging  start  has  been  made.  The  years  1879  through  1900 
have  been  completed. 

Increased  use  was  made  of  the  interloan  facilities  offered  by  the  State  Division  of 
Public  Libraries.  Sixty-four  books  were  borrowed  for  individuals,  on  such  highly  specializ- 
ed subjects  as  a Polynesian  dictionary,  raising  and  marketing  citrus  fruits,  and  trapping 
of  mink.  A number  of  plays  were  borrowed  for  the  West  Xewbury  Players.  In  addition 
to  sets  of  books  in  foreign  languages,  we  borrowed  about  100  books  on  education  for 
Professor  Warren’s  course  for  teachers  given  at  the  High  School  last  year.  We,  in  turn, 
lent  books  to  Harvard  University,  to  the  Fall  River  Regional  Library,  and  to  the  Quincy 
Public  Library. 

The  Ethel  Parton  Fund,  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  had  reached 
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$1,679.56  by  the  end  of  December  1947.  We  hope  the  goal  of  $2,000  will  be  met  in  1948 
as  the  Children’s  Room  is  in  urgent  need  of  the  income  of  this  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
children’s  books. 

Mr.  Robert  McLaughlin,  Newburj^port  author,  was  the  speaker  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  in  May. 

In  October,  a Food  Sale  was  held  to  raise  money  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
Emma  L.  Andrews  Branch  Library  and  in  December  another  was  conducted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Belleville  Branch.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Humphries  Insurance  Company 
for  the  use  of  space  on  their  premises,  and  to  all  the  many  individuals  and  groups  who 
contributed  to  the  success  of  these  sales. 

We  have  tried  to  familiarize  more  people  with  the  workings  and  resources  of  the  LF 
brary.  Groups  addressed  by  the  Librarian  included  the  Unitarian  Women’s  Alliance;  the 
Dorcas  Society  of  First  Church,  Newbury;  the  Belleville  Home  Circle;  St.  Peter’s  Chapel 
group;  and  the  Kiwanis.  Each  staff  member  has  contributed  reviews  of  current  books 
which  have  been  printed  in  the  Daily  News. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  the  Library  staff  in  1947.  Olive  R.  Carter’s  resignation 
which  became  effective  on  January  6,  was  accepted  with  real  regret.  Mrs.  Mary  A. 
Cummings  joined  the  Staff  in  February  in  a temporary  capacity,  which  became  a per- 
manent appointment  in  April.  IMrs.  Cummings’  previous  newspaper,  teaching  and  library 
experience  in  the  catalogue  department  of  the  Cambridge  Public  Library  have  con- 
tributed to  the  success  with  which  she  has  undertaken  her  cataloguing  duties. 

1947  has  been  a difficult  year  in  many  ways — with  prices  of  books  and  all  supplies  for 
the  Library  rising  inordinately;  with  living  costs  rising  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  Li- 
brary staff’s  very  conservative  salaries.  We  appreciate  the  effort  made  by  the  Directors 
in  trying  to  get  library  salaries  increased. 

In  spite  of  all  difficulties  1947  may  be  said  to  have  been  a good  year,  a progressive  one 
of  laying  firm  foundations  for  future  development.

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  City  of  Nevv'burypor t for  the  year  beginning  January  1, 

1948  and  ending  i^ecember  31,  1948. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are 
made  up  from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for 
Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonv^ealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terras  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are 
used,  “Revenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and 
under  general  taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rer.dered. 
“Non-revenue”  meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  improvements, 
bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary  accounts, 
etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged 
in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  auditor’s 
report  including  a report  of  trust  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the 
Income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Nev;buryport  or  any  of  its  inhabit- 
ants . 


SCHELUEES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and 
payments  durir^g  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has 
received  |;79,429.40  more  than  was  expended. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments for  operation  and  maintenance  of  tiie  different  departments,  showing 
total  receipts  from  revenue  ^1,474,354.80  and  expense  of  maintenance  to 
be  ^1,346,371.32,  making  excess  receipts  of  #127,983.48  for  the  year 
which  amount  less  the  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for  the  year  is 
indicated  in  the  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by 
departments,  less  transfers,  whici.  m*ake  up  the  .figures  for  Schedule  B, 
also  a statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Public  Y/elfp.re  submits  their  report  for  the  year  1948, 
Since  the  report  is  In  detail,  we  will  give  a summary  of  the  total  costs 
of  the  different  categories  and  the  amount  of  reimbursement  received  from 
the  Federal  and  State  governments  and  Other  Cities  and  Towns;  also  the 
Income  received  from  all  sources  at  the  V/llliam  B,  Horton  Home. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  Gross  cost  was  $41,826.31,  received 
from  the  Federal  government-$Ti,592.87;  from  the  State — $13,942.09  leaving 
a balance  of  $15,191.35  which  constitutes  the  City's  share. 

General  Relief — Gross  Cost  $31,294.12,  including  relief  in  other 
cities  for  which  Newburyport  15“  liable.  Received  in  reimbursement  from 
the  State  $3,309.93 — from  Other  Cities  and  Towns — $2,655.83 — returned  aid 
$111.00.  These  reimbursements  total  $6,076.76,  leaving  net  cost  to  the 


city-$25,217.3e. 


Horton  Home — Gross  cost  of  operation  $12,359.33. 

Income  at  the  farm  from  sale  of  calves,  produce  etc. — $857.35 — for  Board 
and  Care  $503.00. 

This  Income  totaling  $1,330.35  leaves  a net  cost  of  $10,998.98. 

Gross  cost  of  relief  in  these  tliree  categories  “V/as  $85,479.76 — total 
reimbursement  $33,172.07,  leaving  net  cost  to  the  City  of  $52,1^07.69.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library:  . 

1948  was  a year  showing  steady  progress  in  use  of  the  library  in  spite 
of  extremes  of  weather.  During  the  year  a total  of  86,432  books  were  Is- 
sued to  9,212  borrowers  as  compared  to  85,438  books  to  8,661  borrowers  In 

1947.  The  total  circulation  of  books  (both  adult  and  juvenile ) borrowed 
from  the  Main  Library  showed  a gain  of  3,723  over  the  number  borrowed  In 
the  previous  year.  Hie  total  juvenile  book  circulation  was  22,636  In 
1948  as  compared  to  20,008  In  1947  - a gain  of  2,628  over  the  previous 
year,  Belleville  Branch  also  showed  a gain  of  547  more  books  borrowed  than 
in  1947,  Andrews  Branch,  however,  issued  3,276  fewer  books  in  1948  - the 
total  circulation  figures  being  15,509  in  1947  as  compared  to  12,233  in 

1948.  The  Andrews  Branch  loss  In  circulation  would  appear  to  be  due  to 
the  extremely  deep  snow  which  prevailed  during  the  winter  months  of  1948. 
One  might  say  that  the  weather  was  the  same  all  over  the  city  and  that, 
of  course,  is  true.  However,  the  Emma  Andrews  Branch  faces  on  a fairly 
narrow  street  and  access  to  the  building  was  difficult  although  plowing 
and  shovelling  was  kept  up.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Main  Library,  located 
on  State  Street  and  the  Belleville  Branch  at  Chapel  and  High  were  more 
easily  accessible  during  the  months  of  unusually  deep  snow.  It  follows 
that  once  people  have  lost  the  habit  of  a regular  weekly  visit  to  the 
library  It  takes  a while  before  the  ’’library  habit”  Is  formed  again. 
Another  possible  explanation  may  lie  in  a population  shift  to  the  north 
end  of  the  city.  The  circulation  figures  at  Andrews  Branch  for  the  lat- 
ter months  of  1948  show  that  gradual  gains  are  again  being  made.  In  both 
1947  and  1948,  35^  of  the  adult  book  circulation  was  of  non-fiction  books 
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and  22%  of  the  juvenile  book  circulation  was  non-flctlon. 

The  number  of  borrower *3  cards  Increased  from  8,661  In  1947  to  9,212  In 
1948  - a gain  of  551  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these  9,212  cards  1,786 
belong  to  children  as  compared  to  1,585. in  1947  - again  an  Increase  of  201 
over  the  number  of  the  previous  year.  64^  of  the  residents  of  Newburyport 
are  holders  of  library  cards.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  "life"  of 
a library  card  is  three  years.  Each  month  of  the  year  cards  are  withdrawn 
as  the  three  year  period  expires.  By  means  of  this  continual  process  of 
withdrawal  and  registration  an  active  record  of  cards  in  force  is  main- 
tained. The  book  stock  Increased  from  83,281  at  the  end  of  1947  to  84,536 
at  the  end  of  1948. 

The  Children’s  Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  the  Andrews  Branch,  and  the 
children’s  corner  of  the  Belleville  Branch,  are  perhaps  more  thoroughly 
used  and  enjoyed  than  any  other  department  of  the  Library.  Many  of  the 
books  show  signs  of  extreme  wear  and  should  be  replaced  with  new  clean 
copies.  The  amount  of  $500  as  included  in  the  estimated  budget  for  1949 
is  urgently  needed  and  would  at  least  make  a start  toward  providing  new 
copies  of  wornout  favorite  books  and  also  some  new  titles.  Five  hundred 
dollars  at  the  average  price  of  $2.00  a volume,  after  discount,  would  pur- 
chase only  250  children’s  books  or,  in  other  words,  only  about"  20  books  a 
month  - a very  small  number  in  comparison  y/ith  the  needs  of  the  children’s 
rooms  in  the  main  library  and  the  two  branch  libraries  in  the  north  and 
south  ends  of  the  city.  The  Ethel  Par ton  Fund,  sponsored  by  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  will  be  welcome  indeed  in  helping  to  meet  some  of  the  ur- 
gent need  for  children’s  books.  The  Income  from  the  fund  will  be  used 
solely  for  the  purchase  of  children’s  books.  On  December  31,  1948  the 
fund  had  reached  $1,887.93  toward  its  goal  of  $2,000. 

Several  of  the  activities  of  the  Children’s  Room  at  the  Main  Library, 
which  had  to  be  discontinued  in  1947  during  the  building  repairs,  v/ere 
resumed  in  1948.  The  Saturday  morning  story  hours  at  the  Main  Library 
proved  popular,  as  did  the  Wednesday  afternoon  story  hour  at  Andrews 
Branch.  During  1948  a total  of  44  State  Reading  Certificates  were  award- 
ed as  compared  to  32  awarded  in  1947. 

The  Summer  Reading  club,  omitted  in  1947  due  to  the  emergency  housing 
of  the  Reading  Room  in  the  Children’s  Room.,  proved  to  be  popular  when  re- 
sumed in  1949.  21  children  completed  the  required  reading  of  15  books 

and  each  was  thus  entitled  to  place  a golden  apple,  bearing  his  name, 
upon  the  ";iue3t  of  the  golden  apple"  tree. 

Book  ’Veek  which  opened  November  15  was  observed  with  displays  of  new 
books,  programs  of  games,  stories,  and  record  playing.  The  week  was  high- 
lighted with  a talk  by  Miss  Sarah  E.  Mulllken  on  "Eon  1 came  to  write  the 
Voyage  of  the  Anna  E.  Smith."  Miss  Mulliken,  always  a favorite  v/ith  the 
children,  was  received  with  great  interest  and  enthusiasm.. 

Miss  Fogg  gave  library  Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  catalogue 
and  reference  books  to  all  of  the  fifth  grades  in  the  public  schools. 

Each  class  came  once  for  instruction,  accompanied  by  their  teacher,  to 
either  the  Main  Library  Children’s  Room  or  to  the  Belleville  Branch. 

There  were  13  school  deposits  (school  sets)  lent  to  teachers  in  schools 
in  1948. 

The  statistics  on  books  circulated  give  only  a partial  picture  of  the 
use  of  the  Library  and  no  indication  at  all  of  the  number  of  times  the 
Library  is  consulted  for  reference  questions.  These  questions  frequently 
come  via  telephone,  and  the  answers  can  be  quickly  supplied  - questions 
such  as  publisher’s  addresses,  what  nations  are  in  the  World  Court,  who 
are  miembers  of  the  President’s  Cabinet,  how  do  you  pronounce  - spell  - or 
define  a certain  word.  Obher  questions  Involve  considerable  research,  re- 
quire the  use  of  many  books  or  magazines  and  tax  the  librarian’s  Ingenuity 
in  tackling  the  question  from  various  angles. 
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Not  Infrequently  the  Inter-loan  facilities  of  the  State  Division  of  Public 
Libraries  have  come  to  our  rescue  with  a particularly  Involved  reference 
question,  A local  laboratory,  working  out  specifications  for  a new  tube, 
called  upon  the  library  for  detailed  information  on  the  effects  of  Violet 
Ray  on  Vitamin  D,  Exhaustive  search  of  our  own  book  collection  disclosed 
nothing  on  the  subject.  V/e  passed  along  the  question  to  the  State  Inter- 
loan  and  within  a very  short  time  received  a specially  prepared  three-page 
bibliography  on  the  subject  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
The  borrower  who  had  requested  the  material  looked  over  the  bibliography, 
marked  three  or  four  titles  which  seemed  to  be  exactly  what  he  wanted. 
These  titles  were  then  requested  for  loan  and  were  supplied  by  the  Boston 
Medical  Library,  Other  subjects  on  which  books  were  borrowed  to  supple- 
ment o\ir  own  collection  were:  higher  mathematics;  college  texts  on  the 
British  colonial  system  (for  a college  teacher);  Pollsh-Engllsh  grammars; 
books  on  time  study,  production  handbooks,  industrial  engineering  and  fac- 
tory management;  commercial  baking;  sets  of  books  in  foreign  language? 
books  on  psychology  and  safety  education  for  use  in  connection  with  Even- 
ing Adult  classes  at  the  High  School,  122  books  wore  borrowed  in  1948  and 
we  lent  books  to  the  State  Library  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  to  Boxford 
and  Amesbury, 

An  unusual  reference  project  extending  over  approximately  five  months 
involved  the  use  of  100  years  of  the  Newburyport  Dally  News  and  Herald, 
Various  members  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  parish  spent  hours  in  the 
Reading  Room  going  through,  page  by  page,  one  hundred  years  of  the  local 
newspapers  as  their  contribution  to  the  compilation  of  the  history  of  the 
parish.  Our  custodian,  C,  Frank  Kelleher,  deserves  special  commendation 
for  his  part  in  carrying  so  many  heavy  volumes  up  from  the  basement  vatilt. 
The  index  of  Newburyport  newspapers  for  local  history  items,  initiated  and 
carried  on  by  Miss  Grace  Blxby,  also  proved  very  helpful  to  the  parish 
history  as  well  as  for  many  other  questions  during  the  year. 

The  value  of  this  newspaper  file,  dating  back  to  1790  cannot  bo  over- 
estimated, It  is  referred  to  countless  times  and  for  a variety  of  re- 
search purposes.  An  Interesting  example  of  its  use  was  in  supplying, 
through  the  cooperation  of  Mr,  John  Connors  of  the  Veterans  Bureau  a pho- 
tostat copy  of  the  issue  of  the  paper  which  contained  the  article  describ- 
ing the  reception  given  General  Lafayette  in  Newburyport,  The  gentlemen 
who  had  requested  it,  a Doan  Emeritus  of  Miami  University,  was  delighted 
to  receive  it.  The  work  of  microfilming  the  early  newspapers  has  con- 
tinued throughout  1948,  and  we  now  have  the  papers  for  the  years  1870 
through  1902  preserved  on  film.  We  are  grateful  to  the  News  Publishing 
Company  for  their  cooperation  in  paying  half  the  photography  costa. 

The  Library  played  host  at  two  meetings  in  1948,  On  a May  evening,  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  was  held  In  the  Reading  Room 
of  the  Main  Library,  Mr,  Charles  L,  Bowlby  spoke  informally  on  recent  im- 
pressions of  the  Netherlands, 

On  Jime  2,  the  Children* s Room  was  the  scene  of  an  all-day  meeting  of 
the  Merrimac  Valley  Regional  Library  Club,  Mrs,  Raymond  Blake,  first 
president  of  the  Newburyport  Friends  of  the  Library,  reviewed  the  national 
scope  and  some  of  the  achievements  of  our  local  group;  Mr,  Joseph  Curtin, 
president  of  the  Graphic  Microfilm  Company  of  New  England,  spoke  on  the 
various  applications  of  microfilm  and  demonstrated  the  Library*s  micro- 
film reader;  Miss  Sarah  E,  Mulllken  gave  a delightful  paper  on  Newbiary- 
port  authors;  and  Miss  Olive  Fogg  reviewed  new  books  for  children. 

The  librarian  in  an  effort  to  acquaint  people  with  the  library  and  its 
resources  addressed  the  following  groups:  on  "Community  Vocational  Re- 
sources" at  Newburyport  High  School  Career  day;  the  annual  meeting  of 
Worcester  Memorial  Hospital  board;  the  Y,\v,C.A.  Mother *s  Club;  the  Eastern 
Star  program  for  the  blind;  the  Young  Adults  Club  at  Central  Church;  the 
Unitarian  Women's  Alliance;  and  St,  Peter's  guild. 
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All  of  the  staff  members  deserve  special  thanks  for  the  interest,  en- 
thusiasm. and  skill  with  which  they  have  carried  out  all  assignments.  Their 
personal  qualifications,  and  loyalty  to  the  Library,  and  to  its  Ideals  of 
service  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  extremely  low  salaries  received 
for  their  services. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  the  Library  staff  in  1948,  Miss  Vivian  G, White, 
librarian  at  Emma  Andrews  branch  and  Miss  Olive  Fogg,  Children *s  librarian 
at  the  Main  Library,  resigned  from  the  staff  to  be  miarried.  The  resigna- 
tions of  these  valued  staff  members  were  received  with  sincere  regret  for 
their  loss  to  the  Library,  To  fill  the  two  vacancies  occasioned  by  the 
resignations,  Mrs,  Ruth  L,  Anderson  and  Miss  Marion  Todd  were  elected 
to  the  library  staff.  Miss  Eleanor  M,  Clancy  was  transferred  to  the  Chil- 
dren* 3 Room  of  the  Main  Library  and  started  her  new  duties  as  children's 
Librarian  on  December  16, 

No  occasion  could  be  more  suitable  than  that  of  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  expression  of  the  Librarian's  gratitude  to  each  member  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Directors,  for  his  or  her  individual  contribution  to  the  success- 
ful formulation  of  progressive  long-range  library  policies  and  goals. 

The  Directors,  the  staff,  and  the  librarian  wore  all  saddened  by  the 
death  of  Dr,  T,  Raymond  Healy  in  February  1943,  Although  Dr,  Healy  was 
not  a Director  at  the  time  of  his  death,  ho  had  served  on  the  Library 
Board  at  various  intervals  over  a thirty  year  period.  His  interest  in  li- 
brary progress,  problems,  and  policy  was  unl'lagging  and  unselfish.  We  are 
all  greatly  Indebted  to  him  for  the  hours  he  devoted  in  his  lifetime  to 
the  Newburyport  Public  Library,  The  terms  of  Dr,  Healy* 3 will  provided 
for  the  establishment  of  a fund  in  his  name. 

There  is  nothing  spectacular  about  library  achievements  in  1948,  Rather 
they  present  a picture  of  healthy,  noinnal  growth  in  use.  And  for  a public 
institution  now  entering  its  94th  year  and  soon  to  be  a centenarian,  isn't 
that  a hopeful,  an  encouraging  challenge  to  the  future?

AN  ORDINANCE  ENTITLED  AN  ORDINANCE  A.MENDING  AN  ORDINANCE  ENTTTI.ED 
"TRAFFIC  ORDINANCE" 


Whereas  certain  cars  parked  on  streets  and  ways,  interfere  with  the  plow- 
ing and  removing  of  snow  from  streets  and  ways  thereby  place  in  jeopardy 
the  health  and  safety  of  the  people  or  the  peoples  property,  therefore, 
this  ordinance  is  hereby ^ declared  to  be  an  emergency  ordinance , necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  health  and  safety  of  the  people 
or  their  property  and  shall  take  effect  imLiediately  upon  its  passage. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEWBURYPORT  AS  FOLLO’WS : 

Article  5 of  Chapter  Thirty-One  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  city  of 
Newburyport  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing clause: 

Section  13:  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  or  other  officer  having  charge 
of  ways  for  the  purpose  of  removinp*  or  plowing  snow  or  removing  ice  from 
any  way,  is  hereby  authorized  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  to  some 
convenient  place,  including  in  such  term  a public  garage,  any  vehicle  in- 
terfering with  such  work,  and  for  imposing  liability  for  the  cost  of  such 
removal,  and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting  therefrom,  upon 
the  owner  of  such  vehicle.

Article  5,  section  7,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

No  person  shall  park  a vehicle  for  lonjrer  than  one  hour  between  the 
hours  of  seven  A.  M.  and  five  P.  M.  during  week  days  on  both  sides  of 
Merrimac  Street  between  Warren  and  Oakland  Streets. 


There  shall  be  no  vehicle  parking,  or  live  parking,  on  Merrimac  Street, 
both  sides,  between  Broad  and  Tyng  Streets,  during  the  period  from  four 
forty-five  P.  M.  to  five-fifteen  P,  M.  week  days.

OF  NE'.VBIfRYPORT  BY  INSERTING  AT  THE  END  THEREOF  THE  FOLLOWING  CLAUSE; 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  that  the 
traffic  ordinances  be  and  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

By  adding  the  paragraphs  set  forth  below  at  the  end  of  Article  1,  of 
existing  ordinances. 

(Z)  ’’Person”  - The  word  ’’person”  shall  mean  and  include  an  individual, 
firm,  co-partnership,  asociation  or  corporation. 

(AA)  ”Parking  Meter”  - The  words  ’’Parking  Meter”  shall  mean  any  mechan- 
ical device,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  regulation, 
and  placed  or  erected  on  any  public  way  within  the  City  of  Newburyport 
for  the  regulation  of  parking.  Each  parking  meter  installed  shall  in- 
dicate by  proper  legend  the  legal  parking  time  established  by  this  ordi- 
nance and  when  operated  shall  at  all  times  indicate  the  balance  of  legal 
parking  time  permitted  and  at  the  expiration  of  such  period  shall  indi- 
cate illegal  or  overtime  parking. 

(BB)  ”Parking  Meter  Zone”  - The  words  ’’Parking  Meter  Zones”  shall  mean 
and  include  any  street  or  portion  thereof  upon  v/hich  parking  meters  are 
installed  and  in  operation  and  upon  which  parking  of  vehicles  is  permitt- 
ed for  a limited  time  subject  to  compliance  with  the  further  provisions 
of  this  regulation. 


(CC)  ’’Parking  Meter  Space”  - The  words  ’’Parking  Meter  Space”  shall  mean 
any  space  withih  a parking  meter  zone,  adjacent  to  a parking  meter  which 
is  duly  designated  for  the  parking  of  a single  vehicle  by  lines  painted 
on  the  surface  of  the  street  adjacent  to  or  adjoining  each  parking  meter; 
and 

By  including  in  Article  Five  and  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 

No  person  shall  park  a vehicle  for  a period  of  time  longer  than  one 
hour,  between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  and  six  o’clock  P.  M.  on 
any  of  the  streets  hereinafter  designated  in  this  section,  or  as  may 
hereafter  be  fixed  by  ordinance  on  any  day,  except  that  on  Fridays,  and 
on  days  prior  to  legal  holidays,  the  limited  parking  time  shall  apply  be- 
tween the  hours  of  nine  A.  M.  and  nine  P.  M.  This  restriction  shall  not 
apply  on  Sundays  or  during  the  hours  of  legal  holidays  during  which  busi- 
ness establishments  are  required  by  law  to  remain  closed. 
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In  accordance  with  the  foregoing, parking  meter  zones  are  hereby  est- 
ablished in  the  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets: 


PARKING  ITETSR  ZONES 


Lower  side  of  State  Street  from  Garden  Street  to 
Market  Snuare. 

Upper  side  of  State  Street  from  Harris  Street  to 
Market  Sauare. 

On  lower  side  of  Green  Street  from  Merrimac  Street 
to  Telephone  Office. 

On  upper  side  of  Green  Street  from  Merrimac  Street 
to  Baptist  Church. 

Oh  southwesterly  side  of  Pleasant  Street  from  State 
Street  to  Titcomb  Street. 

On  northeasterly  side  of  Pleasant  Street  from  State 
Street  to  Titcomb  Street. 

On  Inn  Street  on  northwesterly  side  from  Bartlett 
Street  to  Pleasant  Street. 

On  Inn  Street  on  southeasterly  side  from  Market 
Square  to  Pleasant  Street. 

Sec.  14.  A The  Public  Safety  Committee  is  hereby  empowered,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  to  contract,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 40  as  amended  by  Chapter  442  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  for  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  parking  meters  provided  for  by  this  ordinance  and  to 
maintain  said  meters  in  good  workable  condition. 

B The  Public  Safety  Committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  direct- 
ed to  install  parking  meters  within  the  areas  described  in  this  ordinance 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  so  installed.  The  meters  shall  be  placed  at  in- 
tervals of  not  less  than  20  feet  apart  and  not  less  than  12  inches  nor 
more  than  24  inches  from  the  face  of  the  curb  adjacent  to  individual  me- 
ter spaces.  Meters  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  display  a signal  show- 
ing legal  parking  upon  the  deposit  therein  of  the  proper  coin  or  coins 
of  the  United  States  as  indicated  by  instructions  on  said  meters  and  for 
such  period  of  time  as  is  or  shall  be  indicated  by  said  instructions. 

Said  signal  shall  remain  in  evidence  until  expiration  of  the  parking  pe- 
riod designated  at  which  time  a dropping  of  a signal  automatically  or 
some  other  mechanical  operation  shall  indicate  expiration  of  said  park- 
ing period. 


C The  Public  Safety  Committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  establish  parking  meter  spaces,  in  such  parking  meter  zones, 
as  are  herein  specified,  or  as  may  be  hereafter  fixed  by  ordinance , and 
to  indicate  the  same  by  white  markings  upon  the  surface  of  the  highway. 
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D Whenever  any  vehicle  shall  be  parked  and  adjacent  to  a park- 
ing meter,  the  owner  or  operator  of  said  vehicle  shall  park  within  the 
space  designated  by  street  marking  lines  and , upon  entering  such  space 
shall  iniTiediately  deposit  in  said  meter  the  required  coin  of  the  United 
States  for  maximum  legal  parking  period  both  as  indicated  or  shown  on  the 
meter  and  if  so  required  set  the  mechanism  in  motion. 

The  fee  for  the  maximum  parking  time  shall  be  five  (5)  cents  or 
one  (1)  cent  for  each  proportionate  period  i8f  said  maximum  limit, 
as  shown  on  the  meter. 

(1)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit  or  cause  to  be 
deposited  in  a parking  meter  any  coin  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
mitting the  vehicle  of  which  he  is  in  charge  to  remain  in  a 
parking  space  beyond  the  xmaximum  period  of  time  allowed  in  a 
particular  zone. 

(2)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  park  a vehicle  within 
a parking  meter  space  unless  such  vehicle  is  wholly  within 
the  painted  lines  adjacent  to  such  meter. 

(3)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  unauthorized  person  to  tamper 
with, break, injure  or  destroy  any  parking  meter  or  to  deposit 
or  cause  to  be  deposited  in  such  meter  any  slugs,  device  or 
metallic  substance  or  any  other  substitute  for  the  coins  re- 
quired . 

E Operators  of  commercial  vehicles  .may  park  in  a metered  space 
without  depositing  a coin  for  the  period  not  to  exceed  30  minutes  for  pur- 
poses of  loading  or  unloading.  Parking  in  excess  of  this  time  limit  with- 
out depositing  the  j^roper  coin  shall  be  deemed  a violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

F The  City  Marshal  is  hereby  designated  as  the  person  authori- 
zed to  collect  monies  deposited  in  parking  meters  or  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  so  collected.  Such  monies  shall  be  deposited  forthwith  v/ith  the  City 
Treasurer  in  a separate  account  to  be  known  as  the  City  of  Newburyport 
Parking  Meter  Account. 

G All  fees  received  by  said  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Newbury- 
port from  the  operation  and  use  of  parking  meters  shall  be  used  as  auth- 
orized by  Statute  1947,  Chapter  442,  and  the  General  Laws. 

H It  shall  be  the  duty  of  police  officers  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

I Any  person  who  violates  any  parking  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  subject  to  the  penalities  provided  by  Chapter  90,  Section 
20A  of  the  General  Laws  and  any  violation  shall  be  punishable  as  may  be 
provided  by  law.
